Ad » 559 the people, fo thar though neuer 
Cary > lo good Letters of credit come a- 
| mongſt vs, they ſhall receiue a 
ſoyle'of calumniation, cuen by ſuch, as yet know no 
cauſc,wky they ſhould traduce the writers: but fpeake 
at randome, as either ſome ſtrange credulity eran!- 
ports them, or their own paſſtons oucriway reaſon and 
probability,and t!:is is and hath beene reciprocal! both 
betweene Papiſt and Proteſtants,fince that fatall day in 
which the King of Behexs/s was driven our of Prepac, 
and the magnanimous Queene taught a leffon ro try» 
umph ouer misfortune ; the Papiſt wondring at the re- 
je&tion of the Emperonr Ferdinand, and hauing no 0- 
therrame for the intrufton, bur Treaſon, turbulency 
and ambitious Vſurpation : The Proteſtant juſtifying 
the action, as the determination of an Ele&ine Pro- 
wince, and that God had a worke in hand to propagate 
his Church and Religion. The Papiſt magnifying the 
Houſe of Auſtria, as 1t it were impoſſible ro withſtand 
r!.c Emperour,the Pope and King of Spaine : The Pro- 
teſlantalledgivg,that both Pope and Empcrour rouſt 
A3 ſubmir

ſubmit to the Controler of all Popes and Emperours, 
and if he hauca cauſe in hand there is no pleading a- 
gainſthim, nor can any arme of Fleſh turne the frame 
of Hcauen abour, 

The Papiſt maintaining, that all Kings and Princes 
doe act one anothers part, and therefore in the ſecrets 
of Combination ſceme not allow of Subjects to take 
vp Armes againſt their Princes,or that iptetiours fhall 
conteſt with ſuperiours in matters of any oppoſition, 
wherein the Dignity of Soucraignty ſhall ſuffer dimi- 
nution, or the preſumption of homagers admit ofaug- 
mentation : The Proteſtant alledging,that it abſolute- 
ly holdes in ſucceſſive Monarchies, where the Subict 
is bound patiently to tollerate the perſccution, rather 
thenreſilt the power of the Prince by way of Hoſtility ; 
Bur in Prouinces that are not tyed to ſo ſtrict Obedi- 
ence, there may be Appologies made, and many cir- 
cumſtances produced ro my the graunts of Prin-. 
ccs, and confirmations of Priuiledges,with the Dignt- 
tics of free Cittics,cuen againſt Emperors themſelues, 
as inthe Confeſſion of Auſburgh : the manumitring of 
Townes, and the immunities of principallities, which 
either a Parliament bath conſented vnto,a Prince rate- 
cd, money redecmed, or time effefted and brought 
topaſſe : And in this manner is all thenewes of Eu- 
rope toſſed betweene vs, yea banded vp and downe as 
Balles againſt the boards of a our , till the 
ſtuffing Five out of the leather, and the game is ended, 
except there be a freſh ſupply. 

Notwithſtanding this diuifion amongft vs, there is 
but one Truth in the Variation of all manner of acci- 


gents, yea in this laſt buſines of T#cs defeat, which

hath comforted all honeſt hearts, there may be many 
circumſtances, but the maine point is, the King of go- 
hemia hath preuayled,and for his welcome into the P«- 
{attrate tound a better friend of Fortune (as wee pro- 
phanely abuſe that CharaQter) then he expetted, bur 
becauſe 1 will not be roo ſodaine with you in this ioy- 
tull ridings, gtuc me leaue not by way of digreſlion, 
butby honeſt recolleEtion of ſome former paſlages, to 
prepare and ſeaſon your humours the better to enter- 
raine that you defire,or if you be of a contrary humor, 
to admit of that you-cannot preuent or diſappoint. 

I will meddte with nothing, that ſhall rcuiue your 
memories with matters diſtaittull : For that, which 
the Papiſt calls the worſt,is ſubic&t ro conſtruftion and 
<\{putation, and for the reſt neuer was the time or the 
Aduerſary, to powerfull and ouer daring, but there 
was interceptions and caſting of blockes1n his faireſt 
walkes and {trongeſt courſes of ſecurity. In the loike 
0: Prarue, the King was not altogether deftituted and 
abandoned , bur tound aectiring place and friendiy 
ſuccors in Ho7aad, In rhe reuoles of Silefte and AMora- 
ia, the Marques of teggendorſe made ſome ſtop of that 
inundation, and hath {il and ſtill beene faithfull and 
loyall to the genera!} Cauſe, In the bringing in ofa 
firange Nation into Huyzry, 1 meanc the Spaniard 1n- 
to Fav, Camara, Presbangh,and the reft 3 rhe Lozdsand 
Proceres brought in the Prince of Traxfiinanis, which 
for any thing 'i'fce will not be fo caſily remoucd or 
thruſt outagaine : . [11 the muſtring the Forces of A- 
ria, and proceedings of the Emperour, I hope the 
Deaths of Dampzers and Bucqu2y,pull'd him back by the 
fleeue from running too faft to ouer preſumption. of 
"3h pre+. 
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preuayling : In — Spinols into the Palatinate, 
our tcw Engliſh, and the Forces of the Princes, reba- 
ted the fury of their Tryumphs, and made a kinde of 
Circle,that thoſe Spirits could come no further, then 
limitation : In the donation of the Palatirate tO Baua- 
r#4, as a recompence of his ſeruice for taking of Prague, 
I finde no great cauſe of exaltation, for both he and 
Tilley are withſtood, and peraduenenre tlic Duke of 
Sexoxy himſelte repines at the matter, and may ſtand 
Newter for any thing the Emperour knowes, and then 
God knowes how the wheele of Fortune may be tur- 
ned about, and a new face of alteration quickely vn- 
maske it ſelte,to the comfort of all honeſt hearted loo- 
kers on, and the diſmay of ſuch, as cither wiſhed the 
thriving of the Emperour, or pittyed the Palatine as a 
forlorne and forſaken man. 

But now if I ſhould demaund from whence comes 
Count AMensficld, who raiſed+vp the Duke of Branſ- 
nick? who cauſed the Princes to remember themſclucs 
and their Honours? who put into the Emperors heart 
to ſend into Emg/azd about a Peace 2 And in a worde 
who hath thruit ſo many Countries,and ſo much trea- 
ſure into a Strangers hands, as you ſee by the procee- 
dings in che Biſhopricke of Sprres and cllewhere, cither 
youmuſt anſwer with the Proteſtant, it is the proui- 
dence of God to make Ahabs little Cloud powre 
downe ſhewers of Raine,to the refreſhing the parched 
Land : or hang downe the head like a Bul-ruſh with 
the Papiſt, and cry out, thar a bad cauſe doth ſome- 
eimes thrive againſt expeRarion,and men are trycd in 


this world to prepare them to patience, and other cn- 
duranccs, 
Not- 


Notwithſtanding all this,and that I have ſhew'd you, 
the Bohemia caule was neuer ſo deſperate, but there ap- 
pearcd heatand light in the Imbers, ro manitcſt there 
might yeta fire be made out of the ſmaller ſparkes ; 
there are certaine men will neuer belecue any thing a- 
gainſttheirowne humors, orit they be brought to a 
kinde of yce!ding to the truth, they will interpole di- 
ftintion, Fortunc, circumitances,deſertion of friends 
diſorder of Souldicrs, and ſuch like, and therefore [ 
will honcltly procecd inthe bulineſſc of the Palatinate 
ro this very hourc, whereby you may ee, that God 
made a haid, intemperatc, and frolite Winter bring 
forth ſpringing Flowers of comfort and proſperitic. 

[ will nor inrcrmeddle with che difpoiition of other 
P-1nces, or the re(0'\utions of Guncrnment, cither in 
affeting, or d:i-aftecting the cauſe : but come neercr 
vatoyou and iay, char whileche King of Behemna la 
atthe #422, many Treatiſes, Meſſages, and Counſells 
paſſed berwecnethe King of Denmarke, Himſelfe, the 
Prince of 0r.,nee, the two Dukes of Brenſwicke, the 
Duke of Bullotrone, the Princes of the Yaiow, Count 
AManſfeild, the Prince of Tranſuluania , Teggendorff 
Generall Yere, and many more, who all reſolucd (b 
one meanes or other) to reiategrate the diftreſſed hos 
nor of the King of Bohemua, or make him ſome recom- 

nce forthe loſſes of his Conntrey. 

Whereupon, Count Manſfeild being the onely ſtir- 
ring Spiritin theſe glorious Deſignes, vnderſtanding 
that the Emperor ws capitulating with the Hungarians 
for a Truce, and had ſent B1uaria's Duke ro take poſ- 
ſeſhon of the Palatinate, and ſurpriſe Heidelberg it (clfe, 
aſter the Prince of Anhalt was departed from the Ar- 
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my, betweene whom ſome emulation aroſe, of which 
I will not diſpute, concluded with the Marquis of 
leggendorf} ro divide the Souldiers, being then 1n Aſs+ 
rau1.:,and follow Bawaria, which way ſocucr he went: 
This he did with that brauery and cxpedttion, that he 
ftarcled him trom Heidelberg, draue them into the Riz 
ſhop of Sprers Country, remoued the [t-ge of Francken- 
dale,viſned Mainheirn, where Sir Horace Vere, and moſt 
of the Englith lay, and ſupplied the wants of man 
places, which betore were oucr-preſſed with the bur. 
then of feare & terror, of viter defear and expugnation, 
Then he madea martiall progreſſe through many 
Countries, and as Ce/ar was wont to write, Ven, Vide, 
vici, he might well ſay, he came no where but they 
made ſome compoſition with him. For, like a Ball of 
Snow in froſty weather,by the oken rowling. groweth 
bigger and bigger ; ſo did his Armie increale, and the 
Countrics where he came, ſupplied their wants. Thus 
did he viſire Spters, ormes,and all thoſe Biſhoprickes: 
Thus came he into Zeopaldus Countrey, and rooke 
many Townes, with E!/as Saweren it (e)fe. Thus pro- 
ceeded he to Mentz, Strasburgh,and many Catholicke 
Cirties, who redeemed their peace with great ſtore of 
treaſure. Thus did he vifite Lorazne, and made a truce 
with the Duke for three ycares: And thus when he vn- 
derſtood of Monſicur Tilliescrueltie, and threatning of 
Heilelberg, he returned toward the Palatinate againe, 
both to lay downe a cooling Card for his oftentation, 
and breath new comfort into the decayed eftare of 
thoſe places. 
By this time, Aprill begins both with them and 
with vs,and Count Manffeild'{ends foure Regiments of - 
Souldiers

Souldiers into Af1inheim, and the Townes adioyning, 
rarrying with the reſtof his Army at Germerſheims, and 
Determiews, (poyling Bergauſen, Dilſperg, Mandech, 
Mutterflat, Reinganhem, Manenhcim, and other pla- 
ces, where he quartred hjs Forces : chen he proceca 
ded to fortifie many Townes and Sconſes, and put 
Garriions into them; for by this time he had taken in 
almoſt all che Biſhopricke of Spiers,the firong Caftle of 
Mazdenbure, the townes of Haggrnaw, Landenburg, 
Steme,and El/as,all which he lefr tufhcicncly os 
both co defend themſelnes againſt any enemy, and to 
command the Countrey to lupply them with money 
and proviſion, Bat becauſe his particularations haue 
inuiccd you rothe ſuperuiſing of many Pamphlers, I 
will ſpeake no more of the ſame, but conclude, that by 
this time he heard ofthe King of Bohemia's comming 
to him, and ſo tarricd for him at Haggenaw, and about 
Mainhem,and when he came in deed(as you ſhall heare 
hereafter) well-commed him with 18000. foote, and 
6000, horle,the reft of his army poſſefling the Biſhop- 
pricke of Sprers,and commanding other places in Leo- 
paldus his Country ; and thus much for Manſfeild, be» 
fore the King of Bohemia repayred into his diltreſſed 
o_—_ Now to 8runſwick,and how he began and 
ceded. 

While the King and Queene of Behewnis lay at the 
Hage, and had certaine newes, that his mother was 
rctired to Ifittexberg both for her better ſafetie, and 
berter accommodating: Chriffias Duke of Brunſwick, 
and younger brother of that houſe cameto preſent his 
ſervicerothe Queene, his neere kinſewoman, and was 
honorably welcommed of the Prince of Orexge, and

animated by the Kingof Demwarke himſelfe, who lee- 
ing him forwarde, young, luftic, and valiant thought 
hima fit inſtrument to play his maſters priſe in theſe 
wrbulcnt rimes, & crofſe affaires,whcreupon amongſt 

them they lupplicd him with a ſmall Armie and trea» 
' fure, wherein and whererby hee had (uch fortunate 
ijucceſle, that the Biſhop of Colley, a Prince ElcRor, 
was afraid ot him, andartlaſt compelled to fend ro Bu- 
varia, and the Spanith Garrilons for ſuccevrs, which 
was accordingly granted him : For Bavria and his 
Gencra'l 7:/ly playing the wantons with the poore 
Townes, and the trod-vypon vines of the Pallatinate, 
and taking advantage of Count Max{feil:'s remqte- 
nes, cucn as tarrc as the borders of Zorarne, ſent both 
horſe and foote, yea 7z{ly once or twiſe went out in 
perlonto encounter with Brunſwick,belides the Biſhop 
obtained ſuccours and commanders from !/eſell and 
Gul:c&k, andall ro meete with this youthfull ſervant of 
Aars, who in my conſcience emulating Count Manſ= 
ferlds glory, and deſiring to imitate him in all verru- 
ous ations, advanced himſelte the ſooner, and the 
torewarder on the Marriall Theater, and as you haue 
likewiſe heard, prevailed in many (kirmiſhes, and had 
the glory of as many viRories, For he vexcd the Coun 
trey,came to Pater-borne and !Ve/{phaliz, compounded 
with the Villages, expuiſed the Biſhop to ſome Caſtle 
of ſecuritic, and had faire language cucn of the Citty 
it ſelfe: thus increaſed hee to 1200 ſtrong, poſleſſcd 
divers pceces of Ordnance, and firc workes, had ſun- 
drie ſupplies from Bream, and other Princes, was af 
ſured that the Zantſ2ranc of Heſ/e,% the Princes of the 
Y nion would cometoa new compoſition with Fortune 
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for the recovery of their credits,and ſoreſolved to goe 
forward for the King of Bokemia's deſignements, and 
did indecde doe many things worthy the honour of a 
berter experienced Commander, 

\Vhen the King of Bohemiz ſaw the breaking our 
of this }ight from the rhickning clouds of the former 
diicomhure; and apparent lipnes manifeſted vnto him 
of better hopes, bur eff eciaily when hee vndcrſtood 
that the Empcrour had {ene Count Swatzenbourg in- 
to England avout a treatic of peace, hee began to 
beſtirre himſelte and 1adeede was afraid he might bce 
countermaundcdin his great proſecutions; For his 
tuſpition aroſe (rom rhcle grounds, 

Firft from the Princely diſpoſition of the King hts 
Father in law to peace, who ſtudied nothing more 
then to avoid the effuſion of blood, and keepe one even 
courſe of charitie, nobleneſſe, and corre{pondencie 
withall Princes, 

Secondly, from a determination in England to ſend 
the Lord of Belfaſt, who had beene 1rel:nds Deputy, 
and a long well-deſerving Souldier, into the Palatiwate, 
about the rendicion, or compotition for the ſame, 
which though hee thought was no firrecompence for 
his loſſes and (poyles there, yet was ira gladneſſe and 
a matcer of conſequence, becauſe the ſooner it was 
cleered of Enemies, the ſooner it might recouer her 

riſtinate floriſhing and handſomnes , onely he feared 
ſeal ſo great a benefire imparted by Ts En 
land with the inſupportable charges he had beene ax 
mh and muſt be tied ronow, would be a kinde of 
barre and procraſtination of his other purpoſes, and 

finall refolutions. | 
Thirdly 
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Thirdly, From the nature and manner ofthe Empe- 
ror 5 Embaſſie, with the artration of the perſon to win 
his purpole, (for what cuerthe Papiſts ſay,the King of 
Bohemia deſired no peace, bur ſtill chought vpon and 
proicted the reconery of his honor, ) Now Swatzen- 
bourg was a comely, Courtly Gentleman, of a good 
preſence, and habituall vertues, to eftetuate any buſiz 
neſſc, having made a kind of compoſition to goc into 
Exelandar his owne charge, and performe this ſeruice 
by way of gratuitic, and recompence to his imperiall 
Matieftic, tor his procuring him a wite, which bclike 
both pleaſcd his afteftion, and aduanced his cate. 

Fourthly, From a new aflurance of the diſcontent- 
ments of Prazae, who delired once againe to ſee him 
atthe head of ſome ſuffcienttroupes,and to make him 
recompence for their former deſcrtion, 

Fifcly,from the ftrengrh of his own friends, who were 
now able to muſter an Army,greaterthen any in Chre- 
fendom, & thertore why ſhuld a peace countermand his 
forwardnes,& pul him back in the race to a new glory. 

Sixtly, From the Emperors weake preparations ; for 
there were few Forces railed,and lefſe money in area» 
dines: Belides,the Army out of 7taly, and the treaſure 
from Spaine failed in the Yalzoline, and amongſt the 
Swiſs, whereby Leopaldus was much dilcontented, and 
diſcountenanced;yca,our of hope to recouer his loſſes 
in his Country, and-ſo had cauſe tocomplaine,but no 
mcanes of redreſle. 

Seventhly,From the repinings ofthe Duke of S2xo- 
7,who had diſputed the macrer with a meſſenger from 
the Emperor, abontthe donation ofthe Palatrnate from 
che heires of the King of Boherriato a ſtranger, which 
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mult needs breed an innouation among the Prouinces: 
For neither was the Emperor to chalicnge che Empire 
as hereditary to Auft114, nor to inflitthe children of 
any Prince with ſuch a puniſhment, forthe Fathers of- 
fence, be ittrcalon, or what you will. 

Eightly, Laſt of all,from che intermixture of Reli- 
gions, which nuw made him more zealous to expel] 
14olatry,and {upcriticion out of his Pulatinate,and take 

p picty on the tcares of fo many thouland Proteftants, 
who cuery where began to complaine of the cruekie 
of the Biſhops,and the tyranny of che Icſuics that thun 
dred out nothing but warre, and reucnge, blood and 
dcath, fire and ſpoile, hell & damnation againſt them, 

All which things con(idered, hee thought ic high 
time to come to prevention, and approch necrer and 
ncercrto ſome publick praftile of anticipation , leaft 
the miſcheile ſhould grow incurable, and the vexation 
remediles :\T his as you have heard made him hafſard 
his perſon, and cxpoſe his Fortunesto a wonderfull 
and dangerous iourncy - Forinthe firſt weeke of A+ 
prill ( ſome will haue it on a Sunday,) hee rcſolvedto 
retire privately from the Hage, and «lent Sir Franc . 
Netherſallto Dort,to provide him a ſhip, but nor dif+ 
cover the bulines: fo with onely 10, perſons = r\ 

\d, and a {mall Cabinet of Iewels, hee embarked 
himſclfe, and landed ar Callice, from whence he tooke 
on for 4miess, where ſome will have him duſcouc- 
= infomuch that the Governour taken with his no- 
ble and heroick demeanour, offered him his ſervice, 
and retolved to entertaine him according to his di 
ritic, and worth, but it ſhould ſeeme, hee refuſcd all 

ccremonic : for he onely rcqueſicd raciturnity,and fo I. 
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went forward on his iourney : but whether it hapned 
in thisparticular,or no, it matters nor, {ure I am, hce 
went lafe from Amiens, and as lome will haue it, ht. 
rcd two wagons throngh the wood,and a Provoſt Mar- 
ſoallto accompany him, having good Perronels and 
other weapons amongſtrkem, 1a which manner they 
came to Sedax,not yer diſcovered: but when the Duke 
of Bulloigne,who being very old kept his Pallace here 
vnd-rſtood of his acceile,and by former letters was ad- 
vertiled of his intenr, and purpole, hee role to meete 
him and in ſuch a faſhion, that irc was quickly noyſcd 
oucrthe Couutrey, ſhhat an clcape he had made : bur 
notwithſtanding his great entertainement hecre,hede- 
rermined not to tarry,nor did che Duke thinke it con» 
venient, that rumor ſhould any way prepare his Ene-, 
mies for his interception, fo within a day or two hee 
provided a ſufhcient convoy for him : and he came be- 
forc Eaſterfuſt to Landaw,lecondly ro Germſhengthirds 
ly, to Haggenaw,, and laft of all ro Mazrhew. 

Now you muſt conſider, that alittle bcfore his ac- 
ceſſe,Count Mansfeild: the Mrrgraueot Turſs, Generall 
Yere,and Colonell Overtroxt, had becne in counſell at 
Mainhemaboue two houres, which diſſolucd, they re« 
rurned to their quarters,and Count Aansfeild prepared 
an Armieto goc mcete the King of Bohemia, which was 
not, norcould be ſo coertly | > bur che Duke of 
Bavaria, and Tilley had notice of the fame, who newly 
returned from being fleſhed with the blood of inno. 
cents.as ſparing neither man,woman,nor child,in ccr- 
rain villages berweene Heidelhere & Mainkem, in which 
tollitie they artempred to {et vpon the Reare of Count 
Mansfeilds Army alreadicon foote fot ſome enterpriſe, 


and 
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and defeated ſome ofhis ha & ſome of his Waggons; 
For when he vnderftood that Mar field had made & lons 
marchand was remote from the place,and knew the Gar- 
rifons of Franckendale and Mainhe fate from iffiiin g our, 
er maxing ay Sallics,he tvoke the aduantage,and ict viz« 
on the ſtragling Company, and lo in 4 iollity returned co 
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By this time is the King welcommed ro the Army,or as 
ſome haue it,returned with the fame, which went to meer bi 
him : and fo came to Aainhermn, where a whole day was + 
ſpent in Ceremony, and obteruation toward him, into- 
muci1 that ſome wi:l hauereciprocall teares,S& pathonate 
imbraces betweene him and Sir HoraceYexe ; yea 110t an 
Eny/iſh man paſſed witheur ſhaking by the hand,& Prince- 
ly tnankfulnes: the extacy betweene Aſansfreld & ii.im had 
her determination the day before, and to adde to the toy 
of this welcome, the people brought in their preſents, : 
andcuen from Sirasburgh, and Bazz/,the Riuers were hiled : 
with Boates, who came downe on heapes to ſee their | 
Prince, and ſhew their Duty, ſo that whereas beſore Mut 
ron, Butter, and good accares ſeldome fell ro the Gene= 
rals ſhare: the common Soldier now renued his acquain« 
tance even with Pullen, Fowle, Fiſh, and Paſtery, yea ma- 
ny adainty diſh, 

Well, time addes a period to all chinges, and their af= 
faires put them in minde of other buſines : For you mutk 
conſider,that both Gomeales Coydys ind the Spaniards,and 
| Baweria and Tilley with their Colonels,and Captaines,vns« 
derſtand of all this, and demeaned themlielues like vadan- 
| ted Souldicrs for all the alteration: G»zales and his Spas 
niards lying in Opewheim, Cru{nach, and other places, kept 
their lormer repoſcednes, and neuer ſhewed a motive of

a lucnture ftood vpona Guard of berrer circumſpection; 
214 Prenogthned their Watches with ouerlooking the 
F orrifications :- Tex was braucr then cuer , muſtring 
his Forces, drawing out his Army, and increaftng it 
With Barndr is 5 nevs ſupply : For you ma't conſider, that 
not two dayes befure the King of Bobersas arriuall, the 
P:mperour had ſent a Meſlznger to: Count Afansfield a- 
bout the ceſlation of Armes, and cerraine other Propo- 
ſitions concerning the good of Chriſtendome, and pa- 
citication of the preſent troubles, who quickly returned 
anſw.r, that heewas now but a ſecond perſon, and mult 
yeeld to a higher Soucraignty, for the King of Bohemia 
was come in perſon into the Field ; ncither was this 
Anſwerpleaſing to the Emperour nor the Title, yet for 
the time making a Vertue of paticnce, he depended on a 
better ſatisfation : and ſentſuch Forces as he could into 
the Palatrnate, with whom T?/ley protected great matters. 

All this while Count Mansfield lycs in wayte forre- 
wenge, and (o leauing the King to oucrlooke the Fortift- 
cations of 1{1inhew, & Fran:kendale : where he was made 
acquainted with the ſeuecrall accidents and loſſes, which 
happened in the ſizge of Fran:kendale : He takes an op- 
portunity of Ti/ey's braucry, and acquaints the King 
with his purpoſe, who thereupon braucly reſolueth ro 
goc in perſon into the Field. Bur concerning that, 
time ſhall diſcouer more? Ir is now ſufficient, and ſuthci- 
ently well, that vnderſtanding, that Ti/ey was lodged

begana Skirmiſh, the Horſe wheeling about to drawe 
them to better ground, then the Valley they were lodged 
in, and played their partes ſo well, that T#//ey would nor 
be ſo affronted, but reſolued to the Encounter, if they 
had beene as many more, 

Thus he drew forth himſclfe, and his Capraines drew

To this you may adde, that while the Souldicrs in Ga«
